PHILADELPHIA, Aug. IS.—Just after tha 


stoumor S. M. Folton left her dock at 1(1 
o'clock Monday morning, and whllo she wai 
opposito pior No. 8, south wharves, tho pas- 
sengers aud crow were startloi by an explo- 
sion which shook tto boat from stum to 
fitorn, and when tha smbko olonrod away it 
was found that tho ontiro forward part of 
tbo voasol above tho water-lino had Leon 
badly damaged and a number of passengers 
injured,

There wore over two-hundred people on tho 
boat—raon, women and children—when tho 
explosion occurred.

It seems marvelous that 
half tho people- on board escaped death, 
Witnesses say that at tuo moment oE tlio ox- 
plosion everything became envoloiwd in 
darkness aud tho boat rocked us it in a 
heavy storm. It was supposed thut no one 
had leaped overboard, but a man who se- 
cured a llfo-prosorvor came ashore at Wal- 
nut street wharf, apparently uninjured.

Tho hoad ot tho bollor was Indented and 


Tho explo- 
sion is believed to havo boon oausod by a 
cartridge of some kind placed under tho 
head of tho boiler maliciously. 


There has boon a good deal of rivalry be- 


tween tho Felton and other boats running 
;o Wilmington, and a good many bolievo 
that the explosion was tho result of malice 
on tho part of somo one connected with a 
rival lino. Tho loss to tho Folton is about 
61,000; she was insured for $50,001).

Complying with your request to givo my 
opinion of the proapecta ot thft '85 crop 
ol tobacro, I wjll say that I cannot apeak 
us cncoura^ingly^s some who have given 
their opinion. During the last week I 
have driven about ono hundred miles iu 
various directions from this city and find 
but very litllo that docs not show some 
damage from tbe heavy rain and high 
wind varyi.'g in oilent ji different local- 
ities end belieVe also that all the damage 
UB yttt IB due solely to this cause. 


I have yot to seo the piece affected by 


rust proper. Several pieces were being 


out, 
as parties claimed, to save it from 


mat, when not a particle could bo found 
on the sido 'of the p^unt not affected by 
tha force 'ot tbe storm. My opinion is 
msny aro catting too green supposing 
rust has struck it. As to the nmount or 
proportion of damage I bcliovo it to be 
equal to one-third of the ont'ro Crop, but 
I do not wish to bo ujdorstood to spoak 
m any way disparagingly of tbo quality 
of such as rcma'nssound seeing no rea- 
so'i why the qufc 'ty should not be up 
to Iho old time stnndnrd, as tbo leaf is 
thiiCty n^d as yet looks clear and fine; 
the great danger now -e in forcing it into 
the sheds before it has t'me to lipen nnd 
get tbo necessary body aad sum. 


Many of the old growers will break off 


this damaged (ibucoo at time of suakoriL£ 
and leave in tho fs'.d. which will, in icy 
opinion, bo tbo proper thing to 
do.
